Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15- 
21, 23, 28, 30-31, 34 (renumbered as claims 1-24) are allowable over the prior art of record 
because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these 
limitations are considered within the specific combination claimed, to teach: a switching system 
comprising: at leas two elements, among others as claimed in independent claim 1, whose 
respective secondary windings generate inductive current in connection with applying a 
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differential signal across the at least two elements; a current steering component, among others 
as claimed in independent claim 12, that generates activating and deactivating signals by 
inducing current in a secondary winding when a primary winding is energized by a signal from a 
single clock bus; the transformer based clock bus, among others as claimed in independent claim 
20, comprises at least one transformer for each respective transistors of at least two latches, 
respective transformers provide inductive current to respective transistors, and the inductive 
current define the state of the respective transistors; means for generating an inductive current 
based on the clock signal. Method for steering inductive current comprising step of conveying 
clock signal through one or more transformer to generate one or more inductive current, and 
among other steps as claimed in independent claim 28.
